THIS SE A S 0 N 


Growers Are Scarcely Getting 
Re- 


turns for the Fruit—Cold 


Weather the Cause. 


The people of 
Janesvllle 
havo 


been rovollirg In cheap oranges of 
late.until It has become finite a conv 
mon saying that "oranges are cheap- 
er than apples." Few people how- 
ever, know why their favorite Irult 
has come to be sold 
at 
such low 


prices. • This peculiar condition 
Is 


unprecedented, according 
to 
the 


dealers. It Is said that oranges are 
cheaper than ever and that the Cal- 
ifornia growers are scarcely getting 
enough returns for their1 fruit to pay 
for the boxes. Oranges are selling 
for from one-third to one-half lower 
than imiial, and this Is said to be the 
condition of the 
business all over 


the country. 
. The oranges this year arc except- 
ionally good, and the 
crop also a 


large one. Navels, which generally 
sell for from -10 to 50 cents a dozen, 
are going for 25 cents, and In some 
cases the practice Is to sell by tho 
•peck, containing about 
two dozen 


oranges. With apples at fiO 'cents a 
peck one reason for the large sale 
of -oranges Is. apparent. 


The rapid decline In price Is one 


of tho many things for which the very 
cold winter la responsible., the' con- 
tinued severe weather having delay- 
ed the California shipments about 
wto months. As the spring approa- 
ches the growers and. shippers have 
found It ncccsary to hasten the dis- 
patch of tho1 fntlt to tho eastern 
markets, and oranges arc being sent 
out nt the rate of ISO cars a day, 
while the average shipments In for- 
mer years have-been less than 100. 
must lie Increased to 2f!0 cars a day 
If the, big crop Is to be got Into the 
markets mid this may. cause a .still 
greater decline In prices, though It 
would1 be an Inconsistent purchaser 
who would ask for cheaper oranges 
than he can get now.

He 
wrote directly to tho kaiser, complain- 
ing of tho Injustice of excluding Jews 
for commissioned rank In tho Prus- 
sian army. 
This practice, ho stlys, 


has gone unchecked for twenty-five 
years. 


Felgo's letter 
complains bitterly 


that his eldest son. at the completion 
of a yoar'n iiervlco as a volunteer, 
was refused the customary promotion, 
and »ays "the reports show my son's 
conduct was absolutely blameless, and 
his commission was withheld solely 
because he was a Jew. As a loyal 
citizen and old soldier, I beg your 
majesty to undo this offensive, un- 
merited 
and 
humiliating 
wrong." 


Through the commander of the Sixth 
army corps the kaiser replied the 
commission was not granted because 
the son did not como up to tho re- 
quirements for promotion.
